The total revenue of all the rall-,
roads from July 1, 1014 to June 31,
1016 was $3,182,000,000 and the oper-
ating expenses were $2,130,000,000 ac- |
cording to reports filed with the Inter- |
state Commerce Commision, The lil!’-I
forence hetween the grosg incomae llﬂ.]l
the operating expense was approxi
mately  $1,045,000,000. Out of th’ml
sum, $144,000,000 was phid for taxes,
4574.080,000 for interest on bonds,
roserves, ete., and $328,000,000 pald onl
as dividends,

In those lays we thought raflway
frelght rates were high and objected
s strenuously as possible to any in-
crease proposed by the rallways, They
were high enough to permit well or-
ganized, well managed roads a gool
profit, bot apparently not high enough
to permit profits that woull stimulate
rallway development. Capltal seelis
profit, and as w result, for tmvernll
years preceding the war, rallway dn-

creasing traftle deman|ls.

Ratlway ratos have nearly doubloa
in the lnst five years, with o resultant
fnorease In rallway roevenues
Rallwany Age sayva: “"Total operating
revenies for the year 1020 werns
$6,226.402.762, the largest in the hia-
tory of the rallways. Operating ex-|
penses consumed $5,826,197, 474, and
taxes, $2817980.620; After deducting
for uncollectable revenues an)l for
equipment and jolnt facility rents
this leaves n net operating income or
profit from rallway operations of only
62,204,420

As the revenues precading the \\nr|
were not great snough to enable the
rellways to gell stock, and they wera
compelled to resort to bond fssues to
gecure more eapital, It ¢an be readily
gsoen that the rullways cannot now
receive more capltal by selling stock

The Interstate Commerce Commis-
slon used a valuantion of £18.900,000,.
000 for the rallwave In the rate case
The net revenue for 1820 gave the
i return of only ahout one thidl of one
per cent upon this valuntion, Some
men have clalmed that thig valuation
is too high. Suppose It were cut In
two, which is certalnly lower thin the
mijority of the radlway opponents
have suggested.
